1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Hosoon Lee on November 3, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Cancel claims 31-39. 

2. Claims 1-30 are allowed. 

According to specification, column address is 4N-aligned when lower bits of the column 
address signals Al AO are "00" and the first sense amplifier group of plurality of sense amplifier 
groups is first to be output, follows with second, third, fourth sense amplifier groups. 

. Confalonieri et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,958,949) disclose, in FIG. 3A, a memory array 
having a plurality of sense amplifier groups SA0-SA7 using in burst mode, each group having a 
plurality of sense amplifiers; three layers of column selection circuits connected to plurality of 
bit lines/global bit lines. However, Confalonieri et al. is silent about those bit lines/global bit 
lines being selected according to 4N-aligned column address. 

Balluchi (U.S. Patent No. 6,507,534) discloses, in FIG. 2, a memory array having a 
plurality of sense amplifier groups 14 using in burst mode; two layers column selection circuits 
SI and S2 connected to a plurality of bit lines/global bit lines. However, Balluchi is also silent 
about those bit lines/global bit lines being selected according to 4N-aligned column address. 
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Therefore, Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance is as follows: 
The prior art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does 
not teach or suggest the claimed limitations. Confalonieri et al. and Balluchi, taken individually 
or in combination, do not teach the claimed invention having limitation of the column selection 
circuit being configured to select the columns determined by whether the column address is 4N- 
aligned, in combination with the remaining claimed limitations.
